Some of these are very 
fine bladed. and it Is difficult to 
loll them from bent grass. New 
types are being brought In from 
Africa and Iran.

You will see weed studios, and 
host controls for their elimina­ 
tion. Check plots are In close 
contact lor comparison.

The fertilization of turf is al­ 
so very Important, and thera are 
many comparison tests now go- 
Ing. It Is interesting to observe 
how Important the proper 
amount of food, and the distri­ 
bution of it is to tha turf in 
question.

Information Available
Results of these many experi­ 

ments are released to the public 
through the press, through Unl 
verslty publications, the Farm 
Advisors Office, and most im­ 
portant to the average home- 
owner, through his nursery and 
garden supply dealer.

One of the most important 
means of distributing this 
knowledge, however, is through 
"Turfgrass Field Days," where 
interested individuals visit and 
obtain the latest up to date in­ 
formation direct. Such a Field 
Day was recently hold, which 
I attended. Important topics dis­ 
cussed and knowledge obtained 
will be released through this 
column from time to time.
